S O. 88,—In exercise of the powers conferred on me by clause 22 of the Cotton 
Textiles (Control) Order. 1948, I hereby make the following further amendment to 
the Textile Commissioner’s Notification No. S.O, 3656 dated the I3th October, 1964, 
namely: 

In the Explanation below paragraph 3 of the said Notification— 

(1) for paragraph (b) the following paragraph .shall be sub.stiLuted, namely:— 

‘‘(b) ‘Saree’ means any type of grey or bleached cloth commonly known by 
that name, whether or not mercerised, of plain weave, which— 

(i) is manufactured either wholly f.'om cotton or pai'tly from cotton and 

partly from any other material; 

(ii) contains coloured yarn or white yarn on Its borders and heading.^; 

(iii) ha.s a width ranging between 94 centimetres and 137 centimetres (in¬ 

clusive); and 

(iv) has a length ranging from 4‘15 metres to 14 metres; (inclusive); 

and includes any type of printed mull, printed voile or printed doria, of any length 
manufactured in accordance with sub-paragraphs (i) and (iii) above," 

(2) for paragraphs (c) and (d) the following paragraphs shall be substituted, 
namely; — 

“(c) ‘longcloth’ means any typo of grey or bleached or dyed cloth whether or 
not mercerised or pre-shrunk, of plain weave, which— 

(i) is manufactured either wholly from cotton or partly from cotton and 
partly from any other material and containing not less than 7.6% of 
cotton by weight; and 

(ii) has a maximum difference between reeds and picks per Inch of— 

(A) 4 in re.spect of longcloth produced in Groups I to IV; 

(B) 8 In re.spect of longcloth produced in Groups V to IX. 
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(d) ‘Shirting’ means any type of cloth of plain or twill weave, manufactured 
from single yam, not being fancy yam, having a count of warp yam 
not exceeding 44s, which la manufactured either wholly from cotton or 
partly from cotton and partly from any'other material and containing 
not less than '/5% of cotton by weight and which— 

(I) contains coloured yam in the body of the cloth, or 

(II) Is bleached, plecedyed or printed and has a difference between reeds 

and picks per Inch as follows;— 

For cloth containing 343 warp and below; 
minimum 16 and maximum 24; 

For cloth containing 35s to 44s (inclusive) warp; 
minimum 16 and maximum 32”.
